A place to 
worship: 

Some time ago the parish of 
Legal negotiated with the RCAF 
for purchase of a hangar at Innis- 
free. This was dismantled, as the 
hangar was originally built in 
sections, and brought up to Legal 
where it has since been re-erected. 

The church, to be known as “La 
Parisse Catholique De Ste. Emile,” 
is named after Bishop Emile 
Legal, one of the early pioneers of 
the Catholic faith in Alberta. 


The building is really massive, 
as you can imagine any airplane 
hangar used by the RCAF. It 
houses not only the church and 
the recreation community hall, but 
has the priest's residence, a bowl- 
ing alley, kitchen and space for 
offices of various kinds. 

They have not yet completed the 
large section which is the church 
itself.

650 Educational 
Class Conducted 
For Immigrants 


The educational and other as- 
sistance given to immigrants by 
Provincial Educational Authori- 
ties, local school boards, and wel- 
fare organizations throughout 
Canada was of the greatest im- 
portance in bringing to these new- 
comers an understanding of the 
Canadian way of life, Hon. Hum- 
phrey Mitchell, Minister of Labour 
stated recently. 


The Minister reported that at 
the present time about 14,000 
adult immigrants were attending 
650 classes across Canada, under 
the supervision of provincial and 
local educational authorities, with 
language difficulties, of course, 
receiving top priority. 

The help given by various agen- 
cies, particularly those engaged 
in adult education, had been of 
valued assistance in teaching the 
new citizens the fundamental 
rights and responsibilities of Can- 
adian citizenship, the Minister 
said. 

Over and above the direct bene- 
fits deriving from educational as- 
sistance, were less easily assessed 
benefits resulting from the oppor- 
tunity for the immigrant to make 
worthwhile social contacts, by 
attendance at regular classes and 
through other social and educa- 
tional functions arranged by local 
and national welfare committees 
and organizations.

Including the supertanker, eight 
new ships have been added to the 
ocean fleet and three to the lake 
fleet since World War II ended. 
During the war five of the lake 
ships were pressed into the haz- 
ardous coastal service but all es- 
caped unscathed. The ocean fleet 
was not so fortunate. Four ships 
were lost through enemy action. 
Three tankers, worn out in ardu- 
ous service, were scrapped after 
hostilities ceased. 

The supertanker is not the first 
Imperial ship to bear Alberta's 
name on the high seas. There were 
two others. The first was the 
11,900-ton ‘“Albertolite’, built in 
1921 and sold in 1928. A year later 
Imperial bought the “Caddo” and 
renamed her ‘Albertolite’. This 
was one of the ships, worn out in 
service, which was scrapped after 
the war. She went to the ship- 
breakers in 1946. 


59, 954 Achol Sito 
New Crop in ’48 


Canadian farmers—1,203 in six 
provinces —- borrowed $492,685.50 
under the Farm Improvement 
Act in 1948 to clear and break 
59,954 acres of land for new crop 
production. 

Alberta led all other provinces, 
using $310,231.25 for clearing and 
breaking 35,875 acres. Nova Scotia 
was last, obtaining $180 to clear 
and break 24 acres. 

Rapid expansion of productive 
farming has been made possible by 
the development of modern mech- 
anized machinery to clear and 
break new land. Because this ma- 
chinery is available on a custom 
basis, farmers and land settlers 
have been hampered in the past, 
by cash shortages, in getting the 
benefit of this mechanized equip- 
ment. 

With the advent of the Act in 
1944, however, funds became avail- 
able to farmers in outlying areas 
for this work, and as a result of 
these loans 183,814 have 
been brought cultivation 
since 1945.

The Faculties of Dentistry, Edu- 
cation and Law have not yet been 
divided into departments nor have 
the Schools of Commerce, House- 
hold Zconomics, Nursing and 
Pharmacy. In addition to the de- 
partments listed above are the 
Departments of Extension and of 
Physical Education. 

All these organizations require 
a great deal of housing. The earli- 
est University buildings, Athabas- 
ka, Assiniboia and Pembina Halls, 
were built by 1914. Today they are 
used exclusively as residences, but 
are quite inadequate for the needs 
of the present student body even 
with the help of the facilities pro- 
vided for men by St. Stephen's 
College of the United Church, and 
St. Joseph's College of the Chris- 
tian Brothers. 

By 1922 the University had built 
or acquired the Arts Building, the 
Engineering Laboratories, the 
Medical Building and clinical fa- 
cilities in the University Hospital 
(under separate administration by 
the government). 

Very little building was done for 
about a quarter of a century ex- 
cept small buildings such as the 
cafeteria, the infirmary and the 
Press Building which came as a 
result of the presence of service- 
men the campus during the 
war.

Hatch Your Chicks 
Early For Profit 


Progressive poultrymen favor 
the brooding of early hatched 
chicks for sound economic reasons, 
Chief among these is the obvious 
fact that early hatched  pullets 
will be the late summer and fall 
producers of market eggs which to 
the commercial egg 
means more profit since this is 
the period of low supply and high- 
er prices

The same reasoning ap- 
plies to the rearing of early cock- 
erels which can be marketed while 


the demand is keen and _ prices 
high, says H. J. West, Dominion 
Experimental Station, Lacombe, 
Alta, 


Such a plan is also economical 
in the use of labor since it comes 
during the somewhat slack period 
before spring work and gardening 
claim attention. As a result, better 
care is taken of these chicks than 
would be the case for those hatch- 
ed later in the season. Coupled 
with this is the general observa- 
tion that more efficient and effec- 
tive operation of brooder stoves is 
possible during cold weather, par- 
ticularly if the brooder house is 
well insulated. 


Brooder equipment may be more 
economically used if two groups 
of chicks, one in February and one 
in May, are reared. Many of those 
who rear early hatched pullets 
follow the practice of purchasing 
turkey poults or cockerels in May 


when the early chicks are = on 
range. This considerably extends 
the length of time the  brooder 


equipment is in use and this mini- 
mizes the cost per bird for this 
portion of the overhead expenses. 
Heavy losses from coccidiosis 
are likely to occur in early 
hatched chicks since cold weather 
has an inhibiting effect on the de- 
velopment of coccidia oocysts.

Rearing chicks in cold weather 
calls for a higher degree of effi- 
ciency than would the rearing of 
late chicks.
